sources of the country. Furthermore 
the catastrophe of last August revealel 
the soul of the country.

WwW. S. Erwin, superintendent of the 
Tallujah Falls railroad, who was 
elected to act as chairman of the meet- 
ing. Mr. Erwin stated that the object 
of the mecting was to listen to the 
discussions of the visiting experts in 


their respective sulyjects of interest to 
every farmer. 
Forestry Wiscussed tirst. 


The first subject discussed was for- 
estry, by Mr. Winkenwerder. He called 
attention to the fact that the forest is 
@ matter of interest to every one. The 
reckless cutting off of the timber has' 
always resulted in the destruction of 
the farming and manufacturing possi- | 
bilities of these regions. The amount | 
of timber now available east of the); 
Mississippi river at the present rate 
of consumption will only last about 
fifteen years, unless vigorous meas- 
ures be undertaken to preserve the 
remaining timber. 

The planting of land not available 
for cropping to the best kind of tim- 
ber was strongly advocated. By the 
use of systematic cutting of “timber 
lands, by keeping out fires and by se- 
curing the production of good trees a 
permanent and valuable income can 
“6 secured by the owners of the;land. 
Often a good profit can be obtuined 
from ‘the land on which taxes are 
now being paid and which are bring- 
ing no income by planting trees. Not 
only this, but the water power of this 
region can be preserved and the soil 
kept from washing by a proper forest 
cover.

Pian of Seed Selection. 


The plan of seed selection recommend- 
ed was that every corn grower pick out 
his seed corn now, while the corn is 
standing fn the field, instead of waiting 
until the corn is husked, and in the 
crib. The seed ears should be taken 
from the strong, vigorous and best 
stalks, borne at a convenient height on 
the stalk. As about ten ears of corn 
will plant an acre it does not take long 
for a man carrying a convenient sack 
to walk through his fields and select 
the best ears from the best stalks. 

The best ear of corn Is the heaviest 
ear in the field that {s sound and ma- 
ture. The ear should be cylindrica] with 
Straight rows of kernels. There should 
be not less than 22 rows to the ears. 
The kernel should be long and have a 
large heart, or germ. These deep ker- 
nels, borne by the Jarge ears of corn. 
produce the heaviest ear per acre of 
sh@iied corn. As a Pule, rough, deep 
kernels should be saved for seed, in- 
stead of smooth, broad and shallow ker- 
nels. 

The best plan for storing this seed is 
to tie the ears in Strings of about 12

‘To Awaken Business Interests. 

The purpose of the Philadelphia coz- 
ference will also tend to awaken bu@- 
ness interests of the east to the im- 
portance of the project and secure con- 
certed action on the part of their rep- 
resentatives before the next session: of 
congress. The congressmen of the mid- 
die west-are firmiy ‘united. in their 
efforts to secure concerted efforts 
on the part. of their representatives 
before the. next congress, and it {s be- 
lieved the same unity of action can 
be secured trom the congressmen of 
the Atlantfe seaboard states for the 
proposed chain of inland waterways. 
Much enthusiasm is. already being 
manifested in New England and the 
middle Atlantic states. 

The growth of this movement for a 
chain of inland waterways on the At- 
lantic seaboard, which 4s taking such 
practical shape, must ~be immensely 
pleasing to Representative Small, of 
North Carolina. He has so persistent- 
ly advocated the construction of the 
Norfolk-Beaufort inland waterway that 
it has became national in the scope of 
its. publicity. While advocating the 
iVrginia-North Carolina project, Mr. 
Small has never lost sight of the 
scheme for connecting the entire’ At- 
lantic seaboard with a chain of inland 
waterways. He has spoken.in all of 
the states interested for this great 
project, and at times received slight 
encouragement, but he has never given 
up. The fact should not be lost sight 
of that the first work for actual con- 
Struction is now in progress, congress 
having appropriated $550,000 for the 
digging of the third section of the 
waterway in North Carolina. The cred- 
it for this appropriation is due alike 
to Senators Simmons and Overman 
and Representative Smal]. 

A Sertes of Canals, 

The plan to be considered at the 
Philadelphia conference calls for a& se- 
ries of canals of a sufficient depth to 
permit of the carrying of large quan- 
tities of freight from Cape Cod to 
Long Island Sound, through New Jer- 
sey by way of the Raritan canal to 
the Delaware river, down .that stream 
and through the Delawhre and Chesa- 
peake canal to Chesapeake Bay and 
thence to Pamlico sound, and there 
by canal to Albemarle sound and con- 
nection with the ocean off Beaufort, 
mm. ©, An extension of the system 
through Florida and the gulf is a 
part of the scheme, but will not be 
Pressed at this session of congress. 

The whole country {fs coming to re- 
alize the necessity for increased freight 
and passenger facilities, and this sit- 
uation has contributed no little to the 
success of the movement for thé con- 
Struction of the proposed chain of-in- 
land waterways, It has been charged 
that the railroads have always op- 
posed this scheme, but it 4s now said 
that they will not offer any further 
opposition. One of the strongest points 
in favor of the project is that the 
waterways would be both an aid to 
business in helping to relieve conges- 
tion on the railroads and a protection 
to our war vessels in case of attack 
by a foreign power. For several. years 
Sovernment engineers have been ad- 
vocating just such a system as a pro- 
tection in case of war.

Answer: The term “blind staggers” {s 
variously applied to two or three dif- 
ferent affections; but if these different 
diseases, none of them is of that class, 
one attack of which renders the animal 
immune, or proof against another at- 
tack. On the contrary, a horse that 
has survived one attack is more apt to 
have another attack than is an animal 
that has never had the same disease. 
Tt do not know-—have no idea—what

FRUIT TREES. 

iu, C. Butler, Morrow, Ga.—Please ad- 
ViSe me, through the columns of The 
Tri-Weekly Constitution, as to the best 
time and manner in which to apply 
iime to fruit trees. 

Answer: <As a rule, the proper time 
to apply lime to soil is the late fal] or 
early winter, and the rule is applica- 
ble where it is intended to apply around 
trees. It is usual either to buy lime 
that is already slacked: or if this is not 
to be had, get the unslacked (quick 
lime) and place it in a piles, one near 
each tree, cover it with an inch of top 
soil and let it remain two or three 
weeks or until thoroughly slacked. In 
the meantime (or before piling the lime) 
give the soil such plowing as may be 
thought necessary. When the lime is 
thoroughly slaked, which will be in- 
dicated by being free from hard lumps, 
Scatter it evenly over the surface as 
far in every direction from the tree as 
is the height of the tree.

Answer: I know of no fertilizer or 
combination of fertilibezs the applica- 
tion-of which would have any affect in 
preventing rot. There probably would 
be less rot if you should withhold the 
stable and cow manure altogether, for 
these manures simply add a fresh sup- 
ply of spores (secrs) of the fungous (rot) 
to those already abundant in the soil. 
It is ‘exactly a case jn point illustrating 
the importance, if not actual necessity, 
of rotation of crops, and you should, by 
all means, be guided by this significant 
warning. Again, I have frequently ad- 
vised against very heavy doses of fer- 
tilizers in corn in old upland. 

Nor will changing your seed have any 
material effect. The only resource is 
rotation.

Answer: I have never tried the sow- 
ing of vetch And oats together, sowing 
the oats in “open furrows; but it oc- 
curs to me that the best plant would 
be to sow the vetch seed first. broadé 
cast, and then sow the oats. in open 
lurrows just. as vou would have done 
without any vetch. It might also do 
very well—possibly better—to sow the 
oats first and then broadcast the vetch 
seed and not attempt to cover them at 
all. Most of them. would finally get 
into the same furrows with the oats 
and come up after the first rainfall. I 
do not think you would be pleased 
with the effort to sow the oats and 
vetch together through the same ma- 
chine at the same time.

NOT STRINGHALT. 

IMlwards, Thonotosassa, 
fine young mare 
years old. Haven’t worked her much 
of late. Has been in pasture. I drove 
her in wagon vesterday a few hours. 
Didn't drive out a walk. This morn- 
ing she seemed so badly stringhalted 
she could hardly get in the stable. 
The trouble seems ta be in her left 
leg. When we would put it under she 
couldn't stand on, but just let it drag. 
Seemed to be so stiff she couldn't get 
under her. TI saw a little of this about 
eight months ago. She only does farm 
work. 

Answer: The symptoms as described 
by you do not all indicate stringhalt, 
but rather some affection of the stifle 
joint, commonly called “stifled.” In 
this affection the leg is extended back- 
ward and it is usually impossible for 
the animal to bring it forward. Or it 
may pe a sprain of the muscles in front 
of the stifle joint, or, the muscles of 
the thigh which is Mable to come. on 
very suddenly and the animal become 
exceedingly lame for ten to fifteen 
minutes. when it would pass off. Not 
knowing just what is the exact state 
of the case I must suggest that you 
have a veterinary surgeon to see the 
animal. In the meantime give her 
one dram of powdered nux vomica and
